THE CONVICT’S ESGAPE. 
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Changing. 

No better proot can be given of 
the passing away of the old order 
of things, so far as range stock 
raising is concerned, in many of 
the Western Territories, than is 
contained in the following article 
from the Montana Live Stock 
Journal : 

The most discerning among the 
cattlemen in the Territory receg- 
nize the fact that cattle raising 
cannot longer be pursued under 
the old system of large herds and 
unlimited range with the same cer- 
tainty of profit that_existed some 
years ago. The causes which are 
producing this changed condition 
in the business are found in over- 
stocked ranges, the heavy losses 
occasioned by deep snows, and the 
possibly frequent recurrence of 
such disastrous seasons. It is 
within the range ‘of possibilities 
that another such Winter as the 
last may not be experienced for 
years, but the prudent stockman 
who shapes his business in the di 
rect line of his interest will take 
into account the fact thata hard 
Winter is liable to drep dewn upon 
him any year, and that in view of 
the fact the better plan is to be 
prepared fer the worst. 

This preparation will involve the 
abandonment of the large, uncared 
for herd system, by which every 
stockman’s cattle run with every 
other stockman’s cattle over an area 
of range where it is impossible to 
care for them or even to see them 
only at round-ups. The abanden- 
ment of this system would, of 
course, lead to a radical revolution 
in cattle raising in Montana. Cat- 
tle would be held in smaller herds 
and be kept within convenient dis- 
tance of feed during the Winter 
months. More men would have to 
be employed in the business and 
consequently the expense account 
would be correnpendingly greater. 
The question then occurs: Will it 
pay te raise stock upon this plan? | 
A very ready answer is found in 
the fact that cattle raising is made 


where they are fed six months in 
the year and sometimes longer. 
And it should be understood that 
it does not follow that cattle must 
be fed because the owner is 
prepared to feedthem. ‘There will 
doubtless be many Winters in 
Montana when stock will need no 
other feed than may be found in 
the rich, cured grasses on the 
range. We are simply speaking of 
the necessity of being prepared to 
feed stock, not of the necessity of 
feeding every Winter. One hard 
Winter may destroy the profits of 
years of unremitting labor, while 
a month or twe spent in preparing 
for it may avert the loss. That is 
the whole thing in a nutshell. 
There is one fact, however, that 
can not be_overlooked, and that is 
stockmen cannot longer safely ad- 
here to the old system of stock 
raising in Montana. Should they 
continue it they will be “left in the 
cold” when they least expect it, 
and the accumulation of years of 
toil be swept away with the blasts 
of a single snow storm.

To merchants and trad- 
ers in the United Siates the pros- 
pect of extended trade will be uni- 
versally welcome. ‘The geueral and 
large interests of both countries 
ought to sway the course of negoti- 
ation.

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DASHED TO DEATH, 


The Terrible Plange of a told 
Mill Miner. 

Saturday morning Thomas Baker, 
a miner employed at the Kentuck 
mine in Gold Hill, was previpitated 
down the shaft and instantly killed. 
The Virginia Chronicle, in its ac- 
count, says: ‘*fhe cage in ascénd- 
ing was raised a few feet above the 
surface station. Before it was low- 
ered again on the chairs Baker 
leaped from the cage deck over the 
crossbar to the floor. Striking with 
his feet on the iron awitch plate be 
slipped and swung around, and in 
scrambling to save himself plunged 
head-first dowu the shaft to the 
sump, falling a distance of 700 feet.”’ 
When the body was recovered from 
the sump it was found with the 
head nearly severed from the trunk, 
but otherwise not as terribly man- 
gled as was anticipated. It was 
brought to the surface and removed 
to the undertaking rooms.

What the Senator and Congress- 
man Aiave to Say of Maiters of 
Public iInterest—“Whoa, Jan- 
uary’—Seciety Etiquette—Mrs. 
Cleveland a Charming Lady. 


WASHINGTON, D. C. 
January, 30, 1888. 


EpitoR GAZETTE: — Washing: 
tonians are having a full grown 
Winter this year that nobody need 
be ashamed, of. The. mercury, 
which last Summer climbed a tele- 
graph pole, bas gone cleau down 
into the bulb. . The thermometer 
scored five degrees below zero night 
before last, but ‘‘Weather Fore- 
casts’’ this morning say that a '‘de- 
pression from the Pacific Coast is 
slowly advancing over the plains, 
with a promise of considerably 
milder weather in this seotion to- 
morrow.”’ This is welcome news, 
for the cry of *‘Whoa,.January,’’ is 
heard throughout the East. 

One of the great institutions at 
the National capitalis its society. 
The papers here are full of it, and 
one to read of the receptions, teas, 
balis, ete., and of the elegant 
dresses and jewels worn by the 
ladies on these occasions would 
naturally suppose that that is all 
some people live for.

I called on Senator Stewart at 
his residence this morning and 
found him bard at work on a Chi- 


nese bill. I asked him what the 
condition of Chinese legislation is, 
and he answered: 

“Several measures bave been in- 
troduced looking to the exclusion 
of all Chinese, which I think is the 
only true remedy, but I fear that 
such a bill cannot be passed at this 
session of Congress, I shall intro- 
duce a bill in a day or two to rem- 
edy some of the most glaring de- 
fects in the existing law. The entry 
of Chinese on account of previous 
resideuce has beconie a sham and a 
fraud, and I think a bill can be 
passed to take effect after a reason- 
able time—say 90 days—which will 
prevent any Chinainan entering on 
account of previous residence. 
There is another defect in the law. 
The certificate given to the China- 
man on departure from the United 
States contains a detailed descrip- 
tion of him, so that he can transfer 
it to another Chinaman of siniilar 
description, who can enter upon it. 
The certificate given shouid con- 
tain such devices as to make coun- 
terfeiting difficult. Beyond tuis it 
shuuld contain nothing but a num- 
ber. The number should be re- 
corded in the Collector’s office with 
a full description of the Chinaman, 
and this description should be Kept 
from all Chinese. I think it best to 
leave the certificate and the regula- 
tions under which Chinese may 
enter to the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, so that they can be changed 
every timea Chinaman invents a 
new scheme to evade the law. As 
the law now stands everytime a 
Chinaman leaves the country an- 
other Chinaman will come, whether 
he is the same one or not. Besides 
this, many will come on forged cer- 
tificates,’’ 

During some conversation that 
followed allusion was made to the 
confirmation of Lamar, It was 
apparent that the Senator, although 
he aid not say much, takes a broad, 
advanced view of the matter. He 
denounces those who cry “Solid 
South,” and then combine to gen- 
erate a feeling caleulated to make 
it solider than ever. 

While returniag to my hofel I 
called on Covgressman Woodburn 
at his residence on Thirteenth 
street. I found him affable as us- 
ual, but was pained to learn of the 
serious illness of his son, who is 
down with typhoid fever. The lit- 
tle sufferer, though, is in a fair way 
to recover. After talking over Ne- 
vada matters with the Oongress- 
man I asked him what was going 
ov in the House of Representatives 
of interest to the sagebrush State.

A bill has been 
introduced in both the House and 
Senate to repeal not only the Des- 
esrt Land Act but also the Timber 
and Homestead Acts, and it is now 
in the hands of the two Committees 
ov Public Lands, The Representa- 
tives of the Pacific States and the 
Delegates of the several Territories 
pro to appear before the com- 
mittees at an early day and submit 
their reasons: why the Acts should 
uot be r:pealed. The matter is of 

t interest to, Nevada.’’

About PT pt owner of a horse 
has some idea or particular notion 
of just how a horse should be 
broken to work, and it would be 
hard to meet with one who did not 
think himself amply qualified to 
handle his horse in the right ‘way. 
The majority of horse owners con- 
sider a horse breken when he is 
once subject to line and bridle, and 
can be ridden or driven while be- 
ing goaded on with whip or rein, 
says the Kentucky Stock-Farm. 

Now, while for a time this may 
be very appropriate, yet we can 
teach very many other things that 
are indispensable to a well broken 
horse as the first few lessons given 
him. A horse should be made 
familiar with every duty he is ex- 
pected: to perform. There is no 
easier way to do this than to har- 
monize your action by word and 
speech of a confiding nature. It is 
surprising how quick they will be- 
come familiar with what is required | % 
of them, and readily obey with an 
act of appreciation, that seemingly 
would only be possible from man 
himself. 

When horses become familiar 
with the voice of their ewner or 
master, coupled with the call of 
their own names given them, and 
which they will readily learn to 
answer to, there is but little use of 
unnecessary trouble to get them 


jto do as they wish. To-day I 


hitched a pair of strong young 
geldings to a mower, that had done 
but little work at anything, and 
after the first two or three rounds 
it was surprising to see how soon 
they obeyed my voice. I might 
say here that I have always used a 
few words in a certain way, which 
distinctly mean just what I want a 
horse to do, especially in plow- 
ing, reaping or mowing. 

For, as every farmer knows, we 
have to make accurate turning at 
all such labor, if done anything like 
it should be, and it should be made 
as easy as can be, both for ourselves 
and teams. In making turns, 
which should always be on the 
square, I teach my team to keep a 
steady gait straight out until 
spoken to to stop. By speaking 
distinctly the usual call “whoa” 
they will halt at once; when I call 
out “back haw” “back gee,” just as 
the turn may be, they will make a 
square and easy turn every time. 
The horse to the turning side will 
fall back one step, while the other 
will step around. If at any time I 
need to make a gradual turning, or 
change the course of my team a 
little, they will do so at the com- 
mand of “haw” or “gee,” 

In working horses single or 
double it. is well to teach them to 
go by word and in some cases of 
emergencies much might be gained 
by it. 

Two years ago, just during our 
hay harvest, I met with an accident 
that made both my hands and 
wrists useless for a time, so much 
that I couldn’t hold up the weight 
of a line; but as I had a span of 
mares broken well to go by word, 
I would have the lines fastened to 
the seat of the mower and go round 
without the use of lines at all. 


A few of Eskiminzin’s Indians 
re-appeared along the San Pedro 
last week, and among them there 
is one against whom an indictment 
is pending.
